THE GRAND-JURY. 


Charges of False Swearing and 
Corruption to Be Investigated. 


The House of Delegates Scandal 
Designated as Notorious. 


Judge Van Wagoner Directs the At- 
tention of the Jurors to 
the Charges. 


Circuit Attorney Clover Will Direct the In- 
quiry — Proceedings in the Criminal 
Court This Morning—The Accusations 
of Corrupt Voluntary Oaths— Will the 
Grand-Jurors Do Their Duty? 


Judge Van Wagoner has charged the Grand 
charges made 
against members of the House of Dele- 
gates. It is expected this body 
will go to the bottom of these charges and re- 
turn indictments against such members of the 
House as have been guilty of false swearing, 
and corruption in office. 

It will be difficult, however, to establish the 
bribery charges. The New York case is one 
in point of showing the difficulty of such 
cases. The Aldermanic Board of 1834 
was notoriously corrupt, the papers 
spoke of it frequentip and told tales of, corrup- 
tlon; but it was impossible for any convictions 
to be secured until Waite toldthe tale after 
the Board bad been out of existence 
two years. In consequence of 
this squea) from the inner circle Jaehne is 
starching shirts at Sing-Sing, aquietand ap- 
propriate employment. Detectives had 
been worn out in their endeavors to 
find something but the best of 
them failed until the squeal. Such has been 
the history of all efforts to make bribery cases, 
and unless the Grand-jury can secure- 
by virtue of the authority in 
it, more information than reporters 
have been able to coax, wheedie, or bulldoze 
out fof the possessors of the envied knowl- 
edges; the bribery charges will be difficult to 
substantiate. However, the PostT- 
DISPATCH has presented evidence 
taken from the records of the 
Court-house and City Hall upon which con- 
victions of some members of the House of 


Delegates can be obtained. This ei- 
dence shows that members have 
been occupying seats that did not 


belong to tbem; that they had accepted elec- 
tion to those seats without possessing the 
qualifications necessary under the charter. 
These members swore that they had 
paid city and State taxes for 
at least two years next before the day of elec- 
tion and were not indebted to the State or city 
on account of any tax, when of the num- 
ber seven, at least, knew they had not 
paid taxes for those years,and two knew they 
were then indebted tothe State and city for 
taxes. A list of nine men has been presented, 
who have been guilty of false swearing,against 
whom prima facie cases are already made. 
The list was originally of twelve men, but 
three men have shown that they are entitled 
to be withdrawn from it. Two are in 
doubt as to the interpretation that 
will be placed upon their positions in court. 
Of the correctness of Stone’s position some- 


thing has already been said. Lehman’s 
case is very similar. He purchased 
in 1882 lot 9, city block 1245, 


of George Kurtzeborn for $425, subject to the 
taxes of 1883, and although the Assessor's 
books do not show in that 1888 Lehman owned 
the property his deed was of record in 
the previous year. He has then two 
tax receipts, one of date June, 1883, and one 
of February 28, 1885, covering the taxes due in 
the years 1883 and 1884. The Sullivan case 
has been explained. He has paid since 
1881 taxes on property belonging to 
Jere W. Clemens, on which he had a lease. 
It is claimed, however, that such payment of 
taxes does not more qualify aman under seo- 
tion 5, article 8, of the Charter, than the pay- 
ment by bim of the taxes on property in 
which he bas no interest and for an owner he 
does not know. 

At the Collector's office when a person pre- 
sents himself to pay taxes on any piece of 
ground no question is made of his 
ownership or interest in that property. 
If Charles Green were 80 minded 
he eould pay without question taxes on prop- 
erty owned by Gerard B. Allen, and the latter 
might never be able to learn who made 
the payment until such time as 
Green might choose to disclose the fact. But 
the latter would have acquired no 
interest in the property, no possible 
qualification by reason of the payment, and 
would be unable to even prove the payment by 
the simple possession of the receipts or any 
record in the Coliector’s office. 

But besides Lemann, Stone, Sullivan and 
Waters no attempts have been made to clear 
away the bad odor  throwu about 
the Delegates - dy the disclosures 
of the books. The cases of Coakly, 
and Morrissey are identical. They bought 
property the day before their election and 
paid delinquent taxesfor two years which 
was plainly an attempt to evade 
the law. They have been so good 
as to state this openly, notwithstanding that 
it has reflected upon them more than the utter 


absence of attempt to comply 
with the law would have done. 
EB. FP. Fox, the ex-Speaker, who 


has so fiercely denounced the charges and as- 
serted his ability to show tax ro- 
ceipts for two years has not produced 
them, ‘and it is assured that 
these receipts do not exist. Kayes owned noth- 
ing in 1883 and paid no taxes for that year. He 
has been appropriately silent. Keenan has 
never paid taxes though his mother has. She, un · 
fortunately, is nota member of the House of 
Delegates. There is a bill in the Collector's 
office showing that O’ Neill owed, and still owes 
the city and State, $6.20 for taxes 1883. Pishon | 
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he paid his mother’s bill once. 
These are ali facts of record easily obtainable. 
The Grand jury need not examine more than 
six witnesses to ascertain the truth of them 
and their weight, That such investigation will 
now be made there is no doubt. 


PROCEEDINGS IN COURT. 


Judge Van Wagoner’s Instructions to the 
Grand-Jury—The Rouse of Delegates. 

This morning the public spiritedness ot two 
dozen of the first citizens was put to a severe 
test in the Criminal Court, where they ap- 
peared in answer to the Sheriff’s summons to 
act as Grand-jurors for the July term of 
the Criminal Court. The thermometer regis- 
tered 86 as they began to assemble in the 
court-room, each seeking out for himself the 
coolest spot and relapsing into a most un- 
sociable mood. The requirements of good 
citizenship and of comfort clashed. 

The bar filled rapidly about 10 o’clock with 
Grand-jurors, attorneys, reporters and look- 
ers-on. In the latter class the members of the 
House of Delegates were noticeably 
absent. Prompted probably by a 
feeling of delicacy, they refrained from 
putting in an appearance when that branch of 
the Assembly was likely to occupy the atten- 
tion of the Court. Among the groups within 
the bar the probable action of Judge 
Van Wagoner on the business was 
everywhere discussed. Among the lawyers, 
all of whom stated that they were called 
to court on legal business connected 
with the docket, were Judge Henry D. 
Laughlin, Chas. P. Johnson, Jos. G. Lodge, 
and P. Fauntleroy, who sat abreast during the 
selection and charge of the Grand-jury. Ata 
qaarter past 10 o’clock Judge Van Wagoner 
appeared on the bench and 

COURT CONVENED. 

In obedience to an order of the Court the 
Grand-jury list was called. Eighteen 
gentlemen answered to their names in order, 
six others putting in an appearance a 
few moments later. Twenty-seven had been 
personally served, but two of the absent 
three forwarded sufficient excuses. 
Mr. Charles Green’s physician reported 
him sick. An attachment was ordered 
to issue for Mr. Bascome who put in an ap- 
pearance, however, before the process issued. 


THE GRAND-JURY. 

From the list submitted to him Judge Van 
Wagoner selected the following gentlemen to 
constitute the Grand-jury:

After they had been sworn and had taken 
their places in the jury-box the Court de- 
livered his charge for their guidance in the 
investigations which will come before them. 

It is the duty of the court,’’ said Judge 
Van Wagoner, to call the attention of 
the Grand-jury to certain statutes 
in order that you may under 
your oath make diligent inquiry 
as to whether any of their provisions have 
been violated, and ifthey have been violated 
thay you may indict the offenders and have 
them brought to trial.’’ 

The Court then directed the attention of the 
jury to the laws in relation to dramshops, an 
act to prevent partners of prosecuting attor- 
neys from defending in criminal cases, an act 
in e lation to Grand-juries and their proceed - 
ings. 

Continuing his instructions, the Oourt said: 
If a Grand-juror knows of the commission of 
an indictable offense or any material fact 
touching the same, he must disclose such fact 
to his fellows and be sworn as a witness 
before them. No indictment can be found 
without the concurrence ot at least nine of 
your number, and when so found, and no 
otherwise, tbe foreman of the the Grand-jury 
shall certify under his hand that such indict- 
ment is a true bill. You may appoint one of 
your own number to be clerk of your 
body, whose duty is to keep and pre- 
serve minutes of pour proceedings 
and of the evidence given deore 
Hou, which minutes must be given to the Cir- 
cuit Attorney. Itisa matterof great impor- 
tance that these minutes shall be properly 
kept, so as to inform the Circuit Attorney and 
the Assistant Olircuit Attorney of what 
the witnesses relied on by the State to prove 
the State’s case on the trial of an indictment, 
have testified to before your body, in order 
that the Circuit Attorney or his assist- 
ant may readily prepare for the proper 
presentation of each case before the court an 
jury trying the case. The neglect of this dut 
sometimes leads tothe escape of guilty par- 
tles indicted for crime, for the want 
of proper information given to the 
Oircuit Attorney of the testimony and the 
names of witnesses relied on by the State. The 
names of allthe material witnesses must be 
indorsed on the back of an indictment for the 
information of the State and the accused. 
Whenever required by your body, it is the 
duty of the Circuit Attorney and the Assistant 
Circuit Attorney to attend you for the purpose 
of examining witnesses in your presence, or to 
give youadvice upon any legal matter, but they 
are not, nor ls either ot them to advisd you 
upon other than legal matters. The Circuit 
Attorney shall be allowed at all times to 
appear before your body on his ro- 
quest for the purpose of giving 
information relative to any matter cognizable 
by you, and may be permitted to interrogate 
witnesses before you when your body or he 
shall deem it necessary. 

But neither the Oircult Attorney nor any 
other officer or person shall be permitted to be 
present during the expression of your opin- 
ions or the giving of your votes Om any matter 
before your body. 

Attorneys—that is, attorneys or counselors 
at law other than the Otreuit Attorney or the 
Assistant Circuit Attorney—must not be per- 


mitted to appear before you to give you legal» 


advice or legal opinion on any subject what- 
ever before you. 

The clerk of this court will issue all sub- 
penas that you may require to be issued in 
your investigations, and the Sheriff will serve 
all legal processes you may require, and await 
your body for that purpose. 

You should be careful in finding an indict- 
ment against any person; no indictment 
should be found unless upon legal evidence 
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for crime against on. be he ever so innocent— 
oven if proved innocent on trial—leaves a sting 
and stain that can never be wholly erased. 

While you cannot send for and examine wit- 
messes in behalf of the accused, neverthéless 
if a witness is before you, and has been 
brought before you by the State, 
you can hear all the witness knows of 
the subject matter under investigation in re- 
fation to the accused, whether it inculpates or 
exoulpates the accused, and you are to give 
it due weight in passing upon 
the guilt or innocence of the accused. 

You should not pay attention to anonymous 
communications addressed to your body; 
complainants aetuated by proper motives will 
appear before you in person. 

YOU HAVE AMPLE POWER 

to investigate crime, the law clothes you 
with great power, mopentous in its effects 
for weal or woe to the citizens of 
this State, hence it is that the law 
aims to get for Grand Jurors men of good 
moral character, men who have aims 
higher and nobier in the discharge of 
the duty of the Grand juror than 
to be mere spiteful avengers of enemies. 
You should bearin mind that you are an arm 
of the Court and bound to heed the Court's 
lawful instructions, while at the same time you 
are left free to act in your legitimate sphere 
untrammeled. 

The solemn oath which you have taken will 
@ fectually admonish and guide you in the dis- 
charge of your duty, and it is best for your 
honorable body to ksep within your legally 
prescribed powers in the discharge of your 
duty, for when you go beyond these you are 
liable to fall into grave errors. All 
misdemeanors must be prosecuted by in- 
dictment or information in the courts 
having jurisdiction thereof. This court bas 
jurisdiction of felonies only. The St. Louis 
Court of Oriminal Correction has 
jurisdictiog®? of misdemeanors. Your hon- 
orable body bas the power to present 
indictments for felonies. You also have the 
power to present indictments for misdea- 
meavors. You will first pay attention to 
the cases of those persons who are 
confined in jail on criminal charges 
and are awaiting investigation by your 
body. You will nextinquire into cases against 
persons who are accused of crime who are on 
bond commonly called bond cases. Next 
to such other business as may 
legally be the subject of your investigation. 
I don’t know thatit will do any good to call 
your attention to certain matters here from 
the bench. When a man takes it upon 
himself to discharge such a duty a 
cry of demogoguery is raised against 
him. He is charged with an 
attempt to elect himself to office and never 
given the credit for honest motives 
which prompt him to do so. I counsel 
you against being carried away by a 
popular wave. It is no idle matter to present 
aman onacharge of felony, or even mis- 
demeanor —to subject him to sit in the 
criminal’s chair under the stare of the 
community which points at him and whis- 
pers, That man is charged with perjury,’ or 
fraud. In charges of misdemeanor the usual 
manner is to present an information in the 
Court of Criminal Correction, That is 
customary. It is true you have the 
power to indict for misdemeanor, 
but unless there is good reason to 
indict for misdemeanor it seems proper to 
have matters take the usual course. This, 
however, is a matter for you to determine. 

THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 

There is a matter, gentlemen of the jury, 
that possibly may be the Court's duty to men- 
tion here to you. It is not ordinarily 
the Court calls the attention of the 
Grand-jury to mere newspaper rumor, 
It may be based on groundless or insufficient 
evidence and no doubt frequently is. News- 
papers themselves may de deceived 
or imposed upon, but for some 
time past some papers in the 
city of St. Louis have been so bold as to make 
allegations in character and nature affecting 
ie branch of the city government; 
in fact, 80 positive have these 
charges been made in their nature 
that it has become a matter of public noto- 
riety that some evil and prejudicial practices 
are alleged to have taken place in the Munici- 
pal Assembly. The Court knows nothing 
of the justice or injustice of these allegations, 
nothing whatever, and it seems to the Court 
to be just for the Grand-jury to make 
inguiries into the matter. It there 
be any truth in these allegations it 
is right that the public should know it and the 
offending parties brought to justice. If there 
is not, it is certainly due to the gentiemen of 
that body to know that they have been the 
subject of groundless accusation. 

It affects the public. It affects those who 
are indirectly implicated in these matters. As 
Isay the Court has not been in the habit of 
Calling the attention of the Grand-jury 
to newspaper notices, but these charges have 
been made so boldly and with such determina- 
tion that the public to aie certain 
extent, and I may say to quite 
a large extent, attracted that it is 
rightand proper that the Grand Jury should 
take cognizance of the matter, The court 
knows nothing of it and it is for you 
to say if you will investigate and 
determine whether it is worthy 
of your attention. I have always been im- 
pressed iu such matters with the comprehen- 
siveness of this oath which you have just 
taken.

AN ORANGE OUTBREAK. 
DUBLIN, July 6.—The riot at the Conservative 
Workmen’s Club-house here last evening was 
provoked bythe men in the club, and they 
committed nearly all the breaches of order. 


A Catholic procession passed the club- 
house, whic was crowded with men 
at the time. suey attacked the proces- 
sion with bottles. his rttack wis answered 
with threats and some stones. The club peo- 
pie then literally showered bottles at the pro- 
cession and also freda number of shots into it 
from revolvers. The police snrrounded the 
house, getting control of the premises, and 
finally arrested seventy of the inmates. 
It has not yet been ascertained how 
many of the processionists were hurt, 
but three of the injured Catholics 
were in a dying condition this morning, and 
twenty others were lying helpless in hospitals, 
all suffering from wounds inflicted by bottles 
or bullets. There is a general feeling of in- 
dignation against the Orangemen of the club 
on account of the attack. 

Joseph Hyland, one of the injured men, was 
seen by an Associated Press reporter in the 
Hospital to-day and asked for a history of the 
riot as be saw it. Mr. Hyland said: ‘‘l was 
walking quietly along in the 
cession down York street, 
suddenly and without the slightest 
provocation a lot of bottles crashed down 
upon us from the club wiadows. This attack 
with bottles was kept up continuously for a 
long time until the police formed a cordon 
round the club-house and got the upper hand 
of the inmates. The club men did not 
stop at bottles; they shot revolvers 
at us also. The people in the 
street retaliated as well as they could with 
stones and other missiles they could find, and 
in this way broke in the club's windows. A 
bottle struck me in the ribs and then a bullet 
pierced mythigh. Ifelito the ground. This 
was justasthe police stormed the building. 
I was aiterwards carried to the hospital. 

A RIOT AT LONDONDERRY. 

A riot followed the first announcementof the 
result of the contest between Mr. Lewis 
and Justin McCarthy at Londonderry 
to-day. The cause of the 
turbance was the discovery, after 
election had been decided in Mr. Lewis’ 
favor, of a ballot box, the contents of which 
had not been counted. A recount followed, 
which almost made the deficiency good.

THE TRAFFIC IN GIRIS. 
MONTREAL, July 6.—In relation to a mem- 
orial introduced into the United States Senate 
from the National Christian Temperance 
Union of Indiana, asking an investigation into 


the importation of youns Canadian girls into 
Chicago for immoral purposes, Chief of Police 
Paradys says that six years ago the importa- 
tion of Canadian giris was attempted, but 
the police stopped it. City etectives 
say that Montreal is not used as a 
base of supply. It ies asserted, however, that 
such a trafiic is carried on and that last week, 
two gangs, one of eleven and one of twenty- 
five were dispatched to Uhicago. The victims 
were principally from the country, who had 
hired as domestics. This nefarious trade is 
carried on in the most open manner in a den 
in the rear of one of the principal markets, no 
efforts being made to conceal the business at 
all.

WORK FOR THE GRAND-JURY. 

The menibers of the Tweed ring flaunted 
their notorious corruption defiantly in the 
faces of their accusers for years before the 
legal evidence was obtained by which they 
were driven out of the country or into the 
penitentiary. 

The corruption was apparent as a logical 
inference, and nobody doubted it, when a 
New York Board of Aldermen gave to 
Jake SHARPE the Broadway franchise for 
which responsible parties had offered the 
city $1,000,000. But two years passed before 
the legal evidence was obtained which has 
convicted one Alderman and secured the 
repeal of the franchise. 

Just so, until the rogues fall out and 
somebody “squeals,’’ or until the investi- 
gation of some other crime accidentally 
stumbles upon legal evidence of their be- 
trayal of a public trust, the members of 
our Municipal Assembly may evade in- 
dictment. But the reasons for the general 
belief thatthere has been gross cofrup- 
tion in that body are, nevertheless, con- 
vincing. 

Their course from the beginning has 
been marked by a callous disregard of the 
city’s interests, of public opinion and of 
appearances, in every case where the pub- 
lic welfare was pitted against jobs with 
„ poodle“ in them. In finally outraging 
publio sentiment by granting Mr. Jar 
GOULD permission to build what is equiva- 
lent to a Ghinese wallof monopoly fran- 
chises around the terminal facilities of 
St. Louis, they have done a thing which 
no man could do without expecting to 
rest under @ prima facie presumption of 
bribery. 

Mr. GOULD’s methods of obtaining such 
concessions are as notorious as they are 
scandalous. When he captures this city’s 
own Municipal Assembly at the very crisis 
and turning point of her desperate strug- 
gle to free herself from the monopoly in- 
cubus with which he has burdened her 
commerce, we need no court decision to 
tell us how hedoesit. The adroitness of 
his legion of well-paid workers may pull 
the wool over the eyes of a few well- 
meaning men, But his own confessions 
on the witness stand and the numerous 
exposur?s of the vast sums he has paid 
and habitually pays for legislation and for 
political influence, render it impossible 
for any man in a public position to serve 
him against the public interest without 
standing attainted of treason to the peo- 
ple. In such a case proof of bribery is 
superfiuous. 

By ousting the disqualified and for- 
sworn non-taxpayers of the House, how- 
ever, we may at least prevent the passage 
of Mr. GOULD’s bill over the Mayor’s veto. 
It is to be hoped therefore that the Grand 
Jury will indict every Delegate whp 
swore himself in without the necessary 
qualification, and that they can be ousted 
from their seats by quo warranto, if there 
is not enough decency in the body to ex- 


pel them.

THE FLAG FIRED ON. 
Chicago has the foul distinction of fur- 


nishing the first party of anarchists base 
enough to fire on the American flag. It 
was a cowardly insult, such as could have 
originated only in the brain of a Chicago 
anarchist, and there is probably no law to 
reach the crime and fitly punish it. 

When, however, the tolerance of agreat 
nation is abused to such an extent endur- 
ance ceases to be a virtue and self-respect 
demands the adoption of severe measures. 
There is no liberty of opinion which 
can claim the right to express itself by 
firing on the national flag, and there is no 
danger of our trampling on any of the 
valued liberties of the people when we 
punish the scoundrelism of such an act. 
In fact, the anarchists who outlaw all so- 
ciety and declare themselves the enemies 
of all law and order have thereby deprived 
themselves of any ground for protest if 
they should in turn be outlawed and 
treated as the pests they are fond of pro- 
claiming themselves to be.

VORACIOUS VISITORS. 

Congress has just been dissecting a de- 
ficiency bill making an appropriation to 
pay the expenses incurred in entertaining 
the Board of Visitors of the United States 
Naval Academy in June, 188. The 
amount previously appropriated was 
$1,500, which was not enough by $363.61. 
The mileage amounted to $360; so about 
$1,500 was spent in entertaining eight or 
nine men, The itemized account of 
articles furnished makes a curious and 
interesting exhibit. It shows that many 
articles were purchased which are cer- 
tainly novelties when considered as the 
belongings of a banquet, however costly. 
Here are some of the items: One ice- 
crusher; assorted lot of gum bands; 
two boxes of thumb tacks; half a cord 
of kindling wood; soap, matches 
and blacking; forty-three yards of 
toweling; four packs of toothpicks; 
laundry work to the amount of $15; two 
blacking brushes, to., etc. These items 
give a thrilling idea of the digestive power 
of boards of visitors. But in addition to 
such unique appurtenances of a feast, the 
Naval Academy visitors were entertained 
with every edible that the palate could 
crave or ingenuity suggest; and the 
names of the dishes provided suggest 
some of the famous entertainments

THE BRITISH ELECTION. 


Our cable news to-day nearly obliter- 
ates what has been since the defeat of the 
Home-Rule bill only a forlorn hope. Mr. 
GLADSTONE’s hope of triumphing over the 
very formidable defection in his own 
forces depended chiefly on gains from 
the newly enfranchised agricultural labor 
vote and from the Irish in Great Britain. 
But it seems that this Irish vote had more 
of an Orange cast about it than 
was supposed, and it has utterly failed to 
compensate for the losses by Liberal op- 
position and abstention. The losses in 
Scotland are not so great as were ex- 
pected there, and several of the leading 
Liberal Unionists, including GOsSCHEN 
himself, have been unexpectedly de- 
feated by Gladstonians. But the tide 
sets so strongly against Mr. GLADSTONE 
in the English cities that the con- 
test begins to verge upon something 
like a Liberal rout, and only a glim- 
mer of hope remains to him from 
the agricultural vote yet to be taken. 
The influence of the landlord over this 
vote makes the hope of gains from that 
quarter very faint, and there is no telling 
how many farm hand voters may have 
been lost in the country by change of resi- 
dence. as happened with the labor vote in 
the cities. GLADSTONE has always won 
his victories on ‘‘the home stretch,’’ but 
his own supporters seem to feel that he is 
beaten this time and cannot take office 
again. They areinclined to admit that 
the only question yet to be determined is 
whether the next Ministry will bea Con- 


servative or a Coalition weakling. 
— — — 
WHILE GOULD was handling Erie, as a 


subsequent investigation proved, more 
than $1,000,000 a year was disbursed from 
the treasury of the road to influence legis- 
lation. Immense amounts were also con- 
tributed to the support of the Tweed ring 
and charged to ‘‘the India rubber ac- 
count.’’ A squabble among those who 
handled the money has recently disclosed 
the fact that he sank $50,000 in an effort to 
«corrupt Tammany in BLAInr’s behalf. It 
is an old story that he gave $100,000 toa 
Republican campaign fund to secure the 
appointment of one of the present Judges 
of the United States Supreme Court. 
From these examples it is safe to in- 
fer that he has paid a gaod deal 
for the political influence which has ena- 
bled him to control the Legislature of Mis- 
souri while he trampled upon its statutes 
and the Constitution of the State. How 
much he would pay to fortify and perpet- 
uate his present monopoly of St. Louis 
termminal facilities, and to prevent her 
from deriving any real benefit from a new 
bridge, might be approximated by a simple 
calculation. How much he has paid for 
the supporters of his scheme in the 
Municipal Assembly is a matter of con- 
jecture. The indications are that he found 
them dirt cheap.

CHILDS AND THE PRESIDENCY. 


Editor—He Will Not Accept.

„es, said Mr. Childs, as he seated him- 
decision Is final. I never was more sincere 
June 9 to my own view of the flattering prop- 
osition which was orignated in Baltimore and 
indorsed by the press generally.’’ : 
Mr. Childs tooked and seemed what he is—an 
artless, courteous, single-minded gentleman, 
He spoke with earnest grace, and his gracious 
simplicity of manner is a reassurance of his 
utter emancipation from anything like du- 
plicity. 
| There he sat in the inner sanctum ofhis tent, 
a modern Achilles, while without countless 
myrmidons wait, eager to do his bidding. Up 
in the editorial sixth floor reigns myrmidon 
McKean, who will lead the Democratic hosts 
into rank when, by dint of his chief’s nomina- 
tion for the Presidency, a revolution shall 
burst in Pennsylvania politics. Close by is 
myrmidon Joel Cook, who will unite the Re- 
publicans, and myrmidon McWade, who will 
rally the Irish. Myrmidon Richards Muckle, 
next in order to His Majesty, is cosily located 
as the official Cerberus. 
On an oaken bracket over his desk the lapis- 
lazuli clock swung its pendulum back and 
forth with gentle rythm, while he continued 
with a delightful unaffectedness: ‘‘I am not 
insensible tothe kindliness of feeling mani- 
tested everywhere. Many of these marks of 
favor have touched me deeply and tenderly; 
yet, although these good friends believe Iam 
the man forthe place and the place for me, I 
do not agree with them, and, witha glance 
of sparkling mirth, it takes two to make a 
bargain. My acceptance of the Presidency! 
Bah! Itis nonsense. I have always been non- 
partisan, casting my vote as my own best 
judgment directed. I have never even touched 
the outer circles of the political arcanum; nor 
have I any desire to be plunged into that 
violent and mysterious maelstrom now. 
Iwas a frequent guest at the White House 
during Gen. Grant's service. I went there as I 
would go home. I gained much knowledge of 
the methods of social and political manipula- 
tion incident to the office. I don’t seek it; I 
don’t want it; I don’t want anything but to be 
let alone. My lite and work are here, and 
he made a waving gesture of the hand that 
seemed to encompass the extreme limitations 
of the Ledger building. 
„But, lL urged, the nation wants you. It 
needs you. Insucha light your compliance 
with the people’s request becomes an im- 
portant argument in humanitarianism.’’ 
Jam not so essential tothe people as the 
many more able men who desire the place 
and who would honorits duties,’’ he pro- 
tested. ‘‘The politicians have no use for me. 
They would rather select from among them- 
selves. Ihave always been the friend of the 
workingmen, and I have every reason to be- 
lieve they respect me. But Ioan give a more 
substantial proof of my interest in my present 
capacity than if their plans of electing me to 
the Presidency wereto be fulfilled. I have 
greatiy annoyed inyself lest my latest recog- 
nition to the International Typographical 
Union may be considered as a personal can- 
vass. Butthe printers have alwaysjbeen my 
dearest charge, and this last token of-appreci- 
ation is not sufficiently novel to provoke un- 
kind commens for the close association of 
incidents.’’ 
Mr. Childs was not consulted in the matter 
of uniting his name with the chief executive 
office in the gift of the people. Neither will 
he be called into conference when the hour of 
nomination or election has come. The fact 
that this newspaper appointment of Mr. Childs 
for the Presidency found its source beyond the 
State lines of Pennsylvania, and in the colums 
of a journal whose editor Mr. Childs has never 
seen, is satisfying evidence of his strength as 
a candidate.

In all kindliness and with a sense of what is 
due to truth and self-respect, we would call a 
halt to the abuses which the editors of a ma- 
jority of the leading New York City newspapers 
are heaping upon each other. Were the testi- 
mony ofthe columns of their journals ac- 
cepted, every one of these editors onghtto 
beinthe penitentiary. As it is, doubtiess in 
each case a very considerable number of peo- 
ple so believe now, fora charge in a widely 
circulatéd newspaper goes a long way and 
shapes the opinions of a great many individ- 
uals. This mutual vilification in the aggre- 
gate does much wrong, because one accusa- 
tion does not neutralize another, but all unite 
their weights to degrade the press in general. 
The Times, for instance, yesterday said that 
the S5un’s ‘‘ professions of hostility to jobbery, 
to fraud, to political knavery and public cor- 
ruption are merely the disguise behind which 
it carries on its own operations and the opera- 
tions of its editor under all these various 
heads. This is a tolerably sweeping asser- 
tion. The Sun’s standing title for the propri- 
etor of the Times is liarand thief, which the 
Tribune usually sums up in the term Fa- 
gin.“ Just at present there is more than en 
ordinary concentration of venom on the 
Times, the -Electric. matter being utilized 
for that p ose. It is true that the Times 
did much to deserve this by the reckless charge 
that its contemporaries had been bought up 
in the connection, but it is receiving more 
than itdeserves even from this standpoint. 
That it owes an apology to the whole New 
York press is plain, but the charge that it sold 
itself to the Bell Telephone Company for $1,200 
is preposterous on the face of it, to say noth- 
ing of the position taken in its editorial col- 
umns. There may be a difference of opinion 
asto what policy should beadoptedin the 
matter of advertising, but thereis no proof 
of the alleged venality of the Times involved 
in it. 

A glance over the files of the Sun, Times, 
Tribune, and Evening Post for the past week 
will amply illustrate the extent to which this 
pernicious misrepresentation is carried. The 
general reader is nauseated with it. And yet 
the press of this city is a power for good. Not 
one of the great journals but assisted in 
the exposure of the late Broadway corruap- 
tion or in the discomfiture of the Tweed ring. 
And not one but will attack public plunderers 
to-morrow ifthere are proofs to act upon. 
Not one can afford to sell itself if it were so 
diposed. Their editors have preferences and 
prejudices which warp them occasionally, but 
their average honesty is as high as that of 
other men. We speak of the leading journals. 
There are sheets which are the known organs 
of corporations, and are supported by them 
instead of by the people. They are scarcely to 
be included in the phrase press, nor should 
reputable newspapers be dragged by each 
other down to their level in the public estima- 
tion. Let this bad business cease.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 
DECISIONS FAVORING THE CITY IN THE 
MARKET STREET CONTROVERSY.

The Connecticut Mutual Insurance Com- 
pany’s Injunction Dissolved—Failure of 
Two Retail Houses—A Wrangle Over the 
Park Theater Property—To-Day’s Leaves 
from the Divorce Docket—The Estate of 
Isaac Cook. 


Judge Barclay rendered a decision to-day 
in the suit of the Connecticut Mutual Life In- 
surance Company vs. the city. The Oom- 
pany sought to enjoin the city from re- 
moving parts of certain buildings that en- 
croach upon Market anil Twentieth 
streets claiming that by the adverse pos- 
session of the Company and its 
grantors for the period of limitation the city 
lost the right to remove them. The trust deed 
described the property as having a front of 
100 feet on the south side of Market street by a 
depth southwardly of uniform width 
of 150. feet. The latter part of the 
description is inconsistent with any 
adverse claim to part of the street. A uniform 
width of 150 feet from the corner of Twentieth 
and Market streets excludes the portion of the 


buildings now in dispute from the operation 
of the conveyance. 
Any adverse claim of the company to the 
rtion of Market street in question must 
have originated since 1868, the date of the con- 
veyance, and since the enactment in 1365 of 
section 3,227, Revised Statutes, which pro- 
hibits the application of the statute of limita- 
tions as against titles held for 
public use. The city is entitled 
to the possession of the streets and 
has the lekal title thereto in trust for the use 
of the people for public purposes. The State 
has delegated certain powers to the city as the 
agent of the State and the city might, by 
adopting proper means, vacate a street, but it 
couid not extinguish the right of public use by 
a conveyance a pee person 
or corporation of apart of the street. Nor 
can it by indirection do so by neglect and 
lapse of time. 
hile it may be true thatin some instances 
the decisions hold that the statute of limita- 
tions may be asserted against municipal cor- 
orations in respect of their rights 
property not held in trust, 
for the State, but strictly in trust for the 
eopie of the city only, the court is satisfied 
that in respect of such prope as that in 
question which the city holds ior the purposes 
of public use as highways, the iapse of 
time is no bar to the assertion of the 
city’s claim of ownershi as trustee 
for the people of the State. he city has the 
power to remove such obstructions in the 
public streets as appear in this case in a sum. 
mary way. Theinjunction is dissolved and 
the petition dismissed.

THE FIRST IN AMERICA. 


The Operation of Inoculation Against Hydro- 
phobia Performed in New York. 


New Ton, July 6.—The first inoculation for 
the prevention of rabies was performed by Dr. 
Valentine Mott yesterday morning at the 
American Pasteur Institute rooms in the Car- 
negie Laboratory. Dr. Mott, who went to 
Paris to investigate Pasteur’s method of pro- 
tection, brought over with him a rabbit that 
had been inoculated by Pasteur. The animal 


died on the voyage and the spinal marrow was 
carefully preserved and used in perpetuatin 
the disease. At first the doctor experien 
great difficuity in securing a regular se- 
quence of deaths, and it was feared that the 
virus would become exhausted, But finally 
he succeeded in producing a death daily, and 
thus secured virus and graded strefgth. Les 
terday morning A. G. Néwton of Jersey City 
resented his little son, aged 12, who was bit- 

n eigut or nine days ago by a dog 
that is believed to bave deen rabid. 
Dr. Mott, in performing the operation, 
proceeded upon Dr. Pasteur’s well-known 
method. The virus was prepared - | reducing 
in chicken broth asmail portion of the poison 
ous marrow of about fifteen daysago. The 
uncture was made below the chest, and the 
ittle boy bore the operation manfully. The 
inoculation will be repeated daily until virus 
of the greatest strength has been used, when 
it ie hoped that all danger of hydrophobia will 
have been averted.

A MEMORIAL MONUMENT. 


Dedication of a Fine Piece of Statuary in 
Oraage County, New York.

Port Jervis, N. I., July 6.—The soldiers’ 
memorial monument here was unveiled to-day 
with ceremonies. The Fifth and Tenth sep- 
erate companies, N. G. S., N. V. of Newburg; 
Thirteenth regiment Pennsylvania militia of 
Honesdale, Pa.; Second battery Earl’s New 
York artillery; Balley’s battery, Glenwood, 
Busse County, N. J.; Grand Army posts from 
all parts of the country, the entire Fire De- 
partment of Port Jervis—in all about 8,000 per- 
sons paraded with no less than ten bands in 


the line. After a long march a halt was 
had for dinner. Inthe afternoon the unveil- 
ing exercises took place, at which Messrs. 
Stewart L. Woodford and L. K. Carr delivered 
addresses, and E. G. Fowler, editor of the 
Orange County Farmer, delivered apoem. A 
salute by the Second New York Battery, ‘‘gat- 
Ung, concluded the exercises proper. An 
exhibition drill by the Tenth Separate Com- 
pany of Newburg was then given before 10,000 
people. It is estimated that 2,000 persons 
were in attendance at the unveiling. 

The monument is the gift of Mrs. Diana Far- 
num of Port Jervis. who left $3,000 at her 
death for that purpose. One thousand dollars 
each from her nephews, Peter and Eli, made 
the fund a certainty. The monument was 
manufactured by Frederick & Field of Quincy, 
Mass. It stande 4 feet in height, contains 60

No signs of meningitis were 
found on the brain, but that organ diaplayed 
symptoms of softening. Two rabbits were 
at once inoculated from the medulla obion- 
gata of the dog. Yesterday the rabbits were 
evidently in an abnormal physical condition, 
though as yet no signs of actual bydrophobia 
have appeared. The time for such appear- 
ance has not yet arrived, however. The dog 
inflicted two wounds on Harold Newell. One, 
in the right axilla, was three-eighths of an 
inch * and half an inch long. The 
other, in the shoulder, was half an inch deep 
and three-quarters of an inch wide. The 
wounds were at once sucked and then thor- 
oughly cauterized. The evidence seemed to 
show that the dog had died of rabies, and 
Dr. Newell, after fully considering the 
matter, decided to have his son 
inoculated. At 10 o’clock yesterday he 
sat in the faculty room of the Carnegie build- 
ing with his son. Up in the top story Dr. 
Mott was cutting out the medulla oblongata of 
a rabbit just deceased, and after this opera- 
tion was finished he prepared the syringe for 
the inoculation of the patient waiting below. 
A part of the spinal cord of a rabbit which

veal broth, and the syringe was charged with 
the liquid.

The 
liquid was discharged in the same manner as 
an administration of a hypodermic injection 
of morphine. The operation is almost pain- 
less, but the solemnity of the scene affected 
little Harold’s nerves and he cried freely. He 
recovered in a few moments and bared his 
right arm to show the wounds made bythe 
dog. Thesores are ugly in appearance, but 
the treatment has been such as to purposely 
prevent their healing.

The operation was 
performed in exactly the same manner as that 
8 by Pasteur in his laboratory at Paris.

STUDIED UNDER THE FRENCH SCIENTIST 
is careful to follow his methods in every par- 
ticular. The inoculation will have practi- 
cally the same efiect as though it bad been 
performed by Pasteur. The virus used has 
passed from dead rabbit to live rabbit 
through over a hundred animals. The origi- 
nal virus from which this is derived was 
taken from a mad dog and Injected into a rab- 
bit by M. Pasteur. The rabbit was brought 
to America by Dr. Mott and a regular series of 
inoculation has been 
KEPT UP SINCE THAT TIME. 

To-day at lo o'clock Harold Newell will be 
again inoculated. This timethe virus used 
will be a little stronger, being but thirteen days 
old. The treatment consists of ten successive 
inoculations. To-morrow virus of twelve 
Gays’ virulence will be used. In final inocula- 
tion virus but five days old is discharged. The 
design is to accustom the system to the hy- 
podermic poison and thus prevent that de- 
rived from the mad dog from assuming a vir- 
ulent form. The future of the Newell case will 
do much to determine the question whether 
the Pasteur method will finda footing in this 
country. Itis worthy of notice that at the 
same time at which teur’s theory is re- 
celving such practical investigation in this 
country, a Pasteur institute has been founded 
at Milan, and investigations are being pur- 
sued by scientists at Vienna.
